Upon examination of Heston’s right 
leg it was found that the tibia wag 
broken two inches above the ankle joint. 
His left leg also was sprained slightly. 
Heston’s explanation of the injury is 
that he went in on a mass play and 
before he had time to extend his length 
on the ground the players piled on top 
of him as he was in a crouching posi- 
tion, so that he

sition. He invited the Leander and Lon- 
agon”° Rowing Clubs, and afterwards vis- 
ited Hamburg and interested Dr. Ru- 
perti, Secretary of the North Berlin 
Rowing Club in the National Regatta. 
It is expected that Germany will send 
a four, a double, and a single to cum- 
pete against American amateurs. 

The athletic interests of the exposit- 
tion were not neglected by the commis- 
sioner, and it is probable that several 
Of the most prominent athletes in Eu- 
rope will enter the National Amateur 
Athletic Union meet at Jamestown next 
year. 

With the exception of the Olympic 
Sames at St. Louis, the exposition ath- 
letic and aquatic events will attract 
more foreign contestants than have ev- 
er been brought together at one time in 
this country, and next year promises to 
be the most important one ever known 
in athletic history.

Acker is a product of St. Vincent's 
Academy, Los Angeles. He received his 
preparatory education here and in 1904 
went té Madison with the intention of 
entering Wisconsin University. While 
the outcome of his entrance 
eKaminations he joined the Varsity 
squad at football and immediately the 
coaches in charge realized a man of 
exceptionable ability *had made his ap- 
pearance. Cochems was then Assistant 
Coach at Wisconsin and it was then 
he first met Acker. Immediately he re- 
cognized the latent possibilities in the 
Californian and went out of his way 
to inculeate into the young scholastic 
player the fine points of collegiate foot- 
ball. Acker, on his side, was immense- 
ly taken by the consideration shown by 
and the strong personality of his in- 
atructor and naturally a warm friend- 
ship grew up between the two. 

Acker was but 18 years of age when 
he took his eptrance examinations for 
Wisconsin and owing to a lack of prepa- 
ration, was deficient in a few of his 
re quirements and did not enter Wiscon- 
sin, going back to Los Angeles with the 
intention of making up -his’ entrance 








conditions and entering Wisconsin in the 
following year., He easily made up his 





when informed that Cochems had left 
Wisconsin and was in cnarge of St.- 
Louis U. After some deliberation he de- 
cided to follow the footsteps of the 
man he considered_the par excellence 
of football instructors, and thereby 
hangs the tale of how St. Louis U. cap- 
tured the successor of Heston. 

Those who have not seen the St. Louis 
boy play are apt to ridicule the asser- 
tion that Acker is not only the equal of 
the now traditioned Heston, but in some 
respects even his superior.

But as 
an interferer and a defensive player he 


never was ranked in the first class. Nor 
was he as good a line plunger as Ack- 
er. 

But it is Acker's wonderful versatility 
of play that entitles him to precedence 
over the great Michigan man. Carrying 
the ball he has no peer in the West to- 
day. It is simply marvellous the way 
he can hold his feet, and the speed he 
has at his command in a football suit.

‘BRITISH OARSMEN 
MAY COME ACROSS 





The Oxford and Cambridge University 
boat crews of England have been for: 
maily invited to send their crews of fa- 
mous oarsmen to take part in the 
Jamestown Exposition international 
rowing regattas next-year, and it is very 
probable that at least Cambridge will 
accept the invitation. The Jamestown 
Exposition Commissioner, who sailed for 
New York yesterday, is sanguine that 
international collegiate rowing will be 
one of the features of the exposition 
next year. If the English crews of oars- 
men come to this country next year it 
will be the first time in foreign uni- 
versity rowing history for 30 years that 
the British have crossed the Atlantic 
to test their skill with American crews. 
Their presence will make the exposition 
rowing events the greatest of its kind 
ever held in America, for no crews of 
Oarsmen are as well known the world 
over as those from the ancient , uni- 
versities of Erigland. 

When the Jamestown Commissioner 


started for England he hoped to secure 
the winner of the rowing contest be- 
tween Cambridge and Oxford, held on 
the Thames River, but after .interview- 
ing the presidents of the rowing clubs 
of the two Wniversities he received such 
encouraging replies to his invitation that 
it is probable that both institutions will 
send crews. Just what assurances the 
Commissioner received will not be known 
until he reports to the Jamestown of- 
ficials.

While the commissioner's visit to Eng- 
land was for the express purpose of 
securing the consent of a British col- 
lege crew to row in Amefica, he has 
done a deal of missionary work among 
the prominent London and Continental! 
boat clubs with a view of securing a big 
representation at the annual regatta of 
the tage Association of Amateur 
Oarsmen, which will also be held in 
connection with the Jamestown Expo- 
sition. He invited the Leander and Lon- 
don Rowing Clubs, and afterwards vis- 
ited Hamburg'and interested Dr. Ru- 
perti, Secretary of the North Berlin 
Rowing Club in the National Regatta. 
It is expected that Germany will send 
a four, a double, and a single to com- 
pete against American amateurs. 

The athletic interests of the expost- 
tion were not neglected by the commia- 
sioner, and it is probable that several 
of the most prominent athletes in Eu- 
rope will enter the National Amateur 
Athletic Union meet at Jamestown next 


year.

Government Official Replies to a 
Recent Statement of E. H. 
Harriman,

Washington, D. C., Nov, 24.—Strong ex- 
ception to an interview given out by E. 
H, Harriman, the wizard of railroading, 
who recently, by securing the domination 
of the Illinois Central Railroad, completed 
the missing link of a plan for a coast-to- 
coast and lakes-to-gulf railroad system 
under one control, was taken here today 
by a man high in the councils of the 
government on railroad matters. In his 
interview Mr, Harriman was quoted as 
saying that the United States already has 
enough railroads and that the demands of 
the future are for a betterment of pres- 
ent systems rather than an increase in 
their number, 

‘“‘Within the last seven years the rail- 
road traffic of the United States has 
doubled. Do you see anybody preparing 
for the increase which is bound to come 
within another ten years? I do not,’’ 
began this official. ‘‘I predict that within 
another ten years our traffic will double

‘‘We have grown accustomed to leok

,DES MOINES, fo., Dec. 1. 
HPRESENTATIVES of 30 States 
R will meet in the lowa State capitol 
next Wednesday, to discuss ways 
and means to bring about the popular 
election of United States Senators. 

The meeting jis to be held on the invi- 
tation of Gov. Cummins, who has the 
authority of a joint resolution adopted 
*by the Iowa: Legislature at its last ses- 
sion, and a piank in the platform of the 
last Republican State Convention, which 
pledges it to “an expression of party 
preference. in the “selection of United 
States Senators.”’ | 
. The governors of the following.States 
have appointed delegates to the conven- 
tion: Cadifornia, Colorado, Illinois, In- 
diana, lowa, Kansas, Kentucky, Louisi- 
ana, Michigan, Minnesota, Missouri, 
Montana, Nebraska, New Jersey, New 
York, North Carolina, Ohio, Oregon, 
South Dakota, Texas, Washington, 
West Virginia, Wvyoming, Georgia, 

@ North Dakota,, Pennsylvania, Tennessee, 
Utah, Virginia and Wisconsin. 

Gov. Cobb of Maine and Goy. Guild 
of Massachusetts have replied that they 
have no authority under the law to ap- 
point delegates. Many of the accepting 
governors have pledged their hearty 
Support. Gov. Hanly of Indiana has 
personally expressed to Senator L. W. 

“Hewis, author of the resolutién in the 
Iowa Legislature, his approval, pledging 
hearty co-dyperation. 

Object of the 


The object of. this 
tion {ts officially set 
effort to effect the crystallization of 
public sentiment; to afford an oppor- 
tunity for consultation; to devise plans 
for co-operation between the States, 
and, if deemed advisable, take steps to 
secure a_permanent organization for the 


promotion of a movement looking to the 
Glection of United States Senators by 
direct vote of the people.’’ 

To bring about this change the Fed- 
eral Constitution must be amended. On 
application of two-thirds of the States 
a constitutional convention . must be 
called by Congress; three-fourths of the 
States must ratify thet amendment 
adopted by this comvention§ before it 
can become a part of the Constitution. 
This means that 34 must ratify the pro- 
posed amendment. 

Should all of the States which have 

appointed delegates to the Des Moines 
conyention agree to petition Congress 
to call a constitutional convention the 
number -would be sufficient, although 
insufficient to ratify the amendment 
which the constitutional convention 
might agree upon. Friends of the 
movement, however, point hopefully, to 
the fact that four States not included 
among the above 30 are officially on 
record as favoring the amendment, 
while three others now elect’ their 
United States Senators at direct pri- 
mary elections, giving the gmovement 
virtually the strength of 37 States, three 
more than enough to ratify. tNe pro- 
posed amendment. 


States Where People Express Choice. 


An important fact to be remembered 


in connection with the movement is 
that no less than 15 states now have 
senatorial candidates voted for> at 
elections, the people's action being 
Rubsequently ratified by the Legis- 
lature, which has little or no voice 
in the matter. The list includes Ne- 
braska, Alabama, [llinols, Michigan, 
Oregon, Virginia, South Carolina, 

| slLouisiana, North Carolina, Tennessee, 
Wisconsin, Arkansas, Washington, 
Seuth Dakota and Minnesota. 

Three of these states—Alabama, Ar- 
kansas and South Carolina—have not 
answered Iowa's inyitation to send 
delegates to the Des Moines conven- 
tion, 

Of the number, Oregon has the 
smoothest working and most satisfac- 

‘tory system. The new election law 

_ provides that each party shall nomi- 
nate its candidates at the primary’ 
election. The names of these cand- 
dates then go upon the State ti@ket 
and are voted for at the general elec- 
tion. The senatorial candidate receiv- 
ing the plurality is proclaimed the 
ehotce of the people. The. matter is 
now up to the Legislature. 

tnder the new law the people in 
nominating candidates for the Legis- 
lature may require them to sign a 
pledge to-vote for that candidate for 
the United States Senate who has re- 
eelved the highest nunrber of the peo- 
ple’s votes for that position at the 
general election next preceding. 


Tiow It Works In Oregon. 


It is of interest to note, in passing, 
that at the last general election § Mr. 
Kourne, the Republican senatorial can- 
didate, was victorious over Mr. Gearin, 
the Democratic candidate, by a plurality 
of less than 3200. The Oregon Legislature 
eonsists of 88 Republicans and seven 
Democrats. Had the 3200 plurality of 
the Republican candidate for the Senate 
been overcome and the Democratic can- 
didate been victorious, would a majority 
of the Republicans have put party loy- 
ality behind them and obeyed the will 
of the people to the extent of sending a 
Democrat to the Senate? The question 
remains unanswered.~

Nebraska claims to have neen first in 
the field in this matter, the State Con-

repeatedly exercised. 

Senator Burkett and Senator Brown 
both have this method to thank for their 
positions. So also have Sendtor Foster 
of Louisiana, Senator Simmons of North 
Carolina, and Senator Taylor of. Ten- 
nessee Wisconsin, Minnesota, Wash- 
ington and South Dakota have been the 
latest states to adopt the, innovation, 
Wisconsin in November, 1904, South Da- 
kota in 1905, and Minnesota in 1906, 

In 190% the Virginia Democratic State 
Committee adopted a resolution calling 
on the voters to decide the senatorial 
succession at a primary election. Sen- 
ator Martin and Gov. Montagu can- 
vassed the State, with the result that 
the men named by Senator Martin were 
elected by a majority of more than 15,- 
000. Here was an example of the Unit- 
ed States Senator making the Legis- 
lature, instead of the Legislature mak- 
ing a United States Senator. 

What will be accomplished at the Des 
Moines convention toward making com- 
pulsory in every State the method vol- 
untarily adopted in one-third of the 
states, remains to be seen. Gov. Cum- 
mins is an ardent advocate of the re- 
form, and with the responses and the 
pledges of co-operation received from 
other Governors he believes the time is 
ripe now, as never before, for the pro- 
posed Constitutional amendment,

NAMELESS SOLDIERS 
GRAVES IN PERIL. 


Indiana Veterans Start Move- 
ment for Monument, 





KOKOMO, Ind., Dec. 1—The T. J. 
Harrison Post, G. A: R., has taken ac- 
tion to prevent a desecration of the 


graves of the soldier dead in the old 
cemetery of Kokomo. Some time aso 
the Board of Works accepted the old 
cemetery as a city park to *‘save it from 
decay and ruin,” and the board claims 
that the protest is now too late. 

It was believed then that bodies of 
soldiers no lohger reposed within iis 
limits, so many having been removed, 
but it: new appears that some bodies 
are left.

The erec- 
tion of a suitable shaft to the memory 
of the soldier dead has been suggested.

Escaped to Hunt Deer After a 
Three Hours’ Uncomfort- 
able Siege, 





HOUSTON, Tex., Dec, 1.—A party of 
Houston hunters returned a few days 
ago from the wilds of West Texas, aft- 
er an eventful 11 days’ outing in which 
they fought wild hogs, killed deer, large 
quantities of smaller game, battled with 
rattlesnakes and were finally routed by 
the reptiles and forced to retreat for 
their lives, says the Chronicle. 
Composing the party were A. A. Mar- 
tm of the Southern Pacific, Dr. D. W. 
Whipple and W. W. Kellogg. They 
were joined in Zavalla County, the 
scene of their activities, by Hardaway 
Evans, a guide and hunter of renown 
in those parts. Evans piloted the party 
on to the vast expanse known as Pry- 
or’s ranch and to the semi-artificial 
slough known as, Montgomery tank. It 
was in this section’ that President 
Theodore Roosevelt hunted the wild hog 
while on a Texas visit three years ago 
and Hardaway Evans was one of his 
guides. 

The outing was an annual event of the 
three men. The appearance of frost is 
the time for them to leave with hounds, 
}camping outfit and provisions.

| Rattie of the Snakes.

The eleventh day they were literally 
driven from camp by snakes. They had 
/massacred reptiles until lifeless bodies 
of snakes formed a trail by which their 
coursé might have been followed. 
Snakes, snakes; they seemed every- 
|'where and of monstrous size. 

There were copperheads, racers and 
other kinds, but the section f$ the home 
‘of the rattler and they were in greater 
/-abundance. The warm weather and 

tepid rains had brought out the reptiles 
in vast numbers for a last exercise be- 
fore beginning their winter sleep.

Bedsdnames had one particular narrow es- 


fecape’ from being bitten on the face. 


Kellogg and Dr. Whipple trafled 
a. deer until they were tired and they 
cencluded to: rest, providing they could 
find a spot that seemed free from 
snakes. It was a pleasant afternoon 
and inviting for a siesta. They se- 
lected a spot on a hillside that seemed 
snakeless, and after chatting for a time, 
both took a nap. 
Rattler Disturbs Nap. 

Dr. Whipple was awakened by a rat- 
tling sound close to his ear*and as he 
opened his eyes he saw a monstrous 
rattler, coiled ready to spring into his 
face. He whirled with all of his power, 
rolling in an opposite direction and 
down the hill. It was a timely move- 
ment, for a moment later, he believes, 
he would have been bitten. Thé snake 
Was quickly killed. 

None of the party was bitten, but 
one dog fell a victim. A rattler fast- 
ened its fangs in one of’ the dog’s 
jaws and In a few hours the animal's 
head was greatly swollen. It was de- 
bated whether the dog should be put 


Mr. 








to death. Dr. Whipple counciled that 
it should not, saying that dogs had: 
a way of procuring their own ati- 
dotes and td leave the sufferer en- 
tirely alone. In three days it. had 
practically reeovered. 

One distressing feature of the trip 


was that all of the bountiful supply 
of snake antidote which the party 
had provided, was carried past the 
station where they left the tyain. 
Zavalla. County is strictly tentper- 
ance and prohibition is rampant. It 
is classed as the Saraha of Texas. 


There was not a mouthful of any- 
thing stronger than coffee procur- 
able. For 11 days the hunters bat- 


tled with rattlers and not a drop of 
antidote. This is regarded as one of 
the highest tests of heroism to which 
hunters of Hlouston have ever been 
subjected, 

Treed by Wild Hogs. 

There were other terrors than snakes, 
and among them were herds of javalins, 
or wild hogs. It. was these animals 
that Lady Constance. MacKenzie jour- 
neyed from Scotland to Texas to hunt 
fovr years ago. She was the guest of 
Mrs. King, the Texas cattle queen. ‘T0 
hunt wild hogs is a mark of ‘coupage 
or the part of any nimrod and the one 
who goes into it knowingly is usually 
well posted on what he is facing. The 
hunt of President Roosevelt after java- 
lins on the Prior ranch is regarded as 
one of the gamest of his exploits. 

The first member of the party to 
encounter javalins was Mr. Kellogg. He 
did not know there was a pack in the 
bush when ‘he got a shot at rather long 
range at a scouting boar. His shot was 
lucky, as the boar fel: dead. A moment 
lafer the whole pack rushed from cover 
Snorting and circling for sight of the 
foe. Kellogg gave a danger signal and 
Dr? Whipple joined him. 

The hogs sighted the two hunters and 
charged. ‘There was no time to waste 
hunters shinned up,. one in either tree. 
Fortunately two scrub oaks were near 
at hand and in the nick of time the 
hunters shinned up, one in either tre. 
The guns Had been left on the ground. 

There was not much to do except to 
wait and hope. The hunters were high 
enough to prevent the mad. hogs tusk- 
ing them. After three hours of suspense 
the hogs seemed to grow weary of the 
watch and slowly departed. A half hour 
later the two hunters recovered their 
guns and retreated to camp.

St. Louisans who have been accus- 
tomed for years to be stopped by fair 
women ch Hospital Saturday and urged 
to give to the aid of the sick poor, were 
surprised yesterday by the use of 
diplomacy and strategy, instead of mere 
siraightforward asking. They were 
lured into traps, surrounded by bevies 
of-pretty girls and subjected to ‘flank 
movement and cross-fire from whieh 
there was no escape until they surren- 
dered. 

Instcad of a request to ‘“‘give to the 
sick poor, please,’’ the men were met 
with an invitation to tea or to have a 


bouquet and after they had accepted 
found no escape. 

AS a result the total amount collected 
at the different public uildings was 
$20,646.09. Last year $17,499 was collected. 
Yesterday's contributions came. from 
01,444 persons. Only 38,431 contributors 
were recorded on the first day, last 
year. 

Today the collection will be swelled 
by donations at the churches. This is 
generally larger than the collections on 
Saturday, and as a result the officers 
of the association hope that the grand 
total of $40,000 will be reached.

Powerless When States 
Repudiate It. 


Roosevelt Angry at 
Prediction ‘of War. 


Soecial to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGT OW Dec. 1.—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt today directed the 
Department of State to call on 
Harry B. Miller, the American 
Consul General at Yokohama, 
Japan, to explain whether or -not 
he is correctly Gubted in an inter- 
view published in which he pre- 
dicts war between the United 
tates and Japan on account of 
Japanese children being excluded 
Yrom the white schools of San 
Francisco. — President Roosevelt 
is indignant over the publication 
of this story, especially when 
credited to an official from the 
consular service whose duty is to 
promote good feeling between 
this country and‘ Japan, instead 
of ceusing friction.

By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Dev. 1.—Preparations 
for war with Japan are not being made 
by the United States Government, not- 
withstanding the sensational reports 
that are published. Instead of increas- 
Ing its naval strength in the Far Bast, 
this Government is reducing its force 

there. 

President Roosevelt 
of his Cabinet do not expect 
Japan because the authoritles of San 
Francisco excluded Japanese children 
from the public schools attended by the 
white children. There is deep regret on 
the part of both Governments, and while 
there is fear that if it be continued the 
amicable relations between the nations 
will be disrupted, it is felt the breach 
will not reach the point where resort to 
eaarms will be fhe outcome. 

Each nation appreciates that the other 
is placed in an embarrassing positioa 
by the agitation, and while the Govern- 
ments themselves understand one anoth- 
er and are in thorough accord, politicel 
conditions and race hatred of the Jan- 
anese in California and agitation on the 
part of the lower classes and illiterates 
of Japan are disturbing elements. 

President Roosevelt, Secretary -Root 
and Ambassador Aoki, the representa- 
tive: of the Japanese Government? in 
Washington, have repeatedly said that 
school trouble in San Francisco has not 
produced a situation of sufficient acute- 
‘ness to lead them even to suggest war 
petween the two nations. 

Secretary Root has given Japan 
surances that the National Government 
will do what it can to relieve the sit- 
uation and he has also explained the 
fifficulties under which the Government 
labors. Japan understands that the Fed- 
eral Government cannot direct the State 
Governments to carry out the laws as 
expressed in treaties with the same fa- 
‘itv as in a Puropean nation, where 
all the states are under the direction of 
the National‘ Govermmment. It has been 
explairied that each State of the Union 
ls sovereign and that the Federal Goy- 
ernment can only request the Governor 
to observe treaty obligations, 

If one refuses to do so the Federal! 
Sovernment ts powerless. In many in- 
itances the states have ignored. of de- 
tlined to carry out the treaty obliga- 
Hons of the National Government, 


Not a National Question, 

Of course, this general question was 
flecided by the Civil War, and the Fed- 
sral Government could by force of arms 


sompel the State of California to car- 
ry out the provisions of the treaty with 
apan. But this will not be done, and 
the question presented is not one of 
snough importance to induce the Fed- 
eral Government to take such drastic 
measures. The question is in no manner 
a national one and the question has not 
reached the acute stage where it-inter- 
ests the people of the entire country, 

Questions of a character similar to 
that presented in the Japanese schoo] 
uestion have embarrassed the Federa] 

vernment for many years, and It has 

forced to extricate itself from its 
twkward position in the Most graceful 
Manner possible. When foreign gub- 
ects residing in the United States have 
n killed by mobs the Federal Goy- 
trnment has always done all that lay in 
its power to make’ amends, notwith- 
standing the refusal of the states to 
take the proper action. 

One of the most notable Instances of 
thin kind was presented when the citi- 
tens of New Orleans lynched several! 
members of the Mafia. an Italian secre, 
sOmety, the members of which assagsij- 
hated the Chief of Police of New Or- 
ans and several other citizens. 

The State of ‘Louisiana refused to 

ke any action and the Federal Govy- 
trnment was powerless to punfsh the 
Members of the mob because they were 
subject to the laws of Louisiana,

the total yield doubled and the’ produc- 
tion per acre averages almost five bush- 
els more, according to the Government 
figures, in Kansas, Cotton is king in 
Oklahoma this year. 

It is proving a great crop and is mak- 
ing many persons independent and many 


counties, villages and cities highly pros- 
perous. The weather has favored Okla- 
homa cotton. With the crop damaged in 
the South to such an extent that. fairly 
good prices prevail, the territory has 
the largest yield per acre in its history, 
an increased acreage, and cotton of the 
best quality, except in a few spots. 

Reports are coming from al] over the 
territory, like the one at Norman, which 
tells of the unusual ‘volume of business 
being done by the merchants, of the 
streets being thronged with farm- 
ers Saturdays and the piling high of the 
fleecy Jproduct in the cotton yards. 

At Norman 7000 bale have already been 
marketed this season, 1000 more than 
for the entire season last year. The en- 
tire crop of Cleveland County will not 
fall short of %,000 bales, which, at $68 
a bale, means $1,200,000. Logan County 
has a similar crop, and the three gins 
and two large cotton ofl mills are rushed 
with work. 


Compresses All Rushed. 


The compresses at Guthrie, Oklahoma 
City, Hobart, Chickasha, El Reno, 
Shawnee and elsewhere are working full 
force, but are still behind with their 
work. Over $50,000 worth of cotton is 
piled up in the'yard of the Guthrie com- 


press. 

Many gins are being constructed 
throughout Oklahoma, and a cotton oil 
mill that will employ 50 men will be 
completed at: Lawton within a few 
days. 

Even the great wheat belt of Oklaho- 
ma is being invaded by corn and cotton. 
An Fnid paper tells of an experiment 
that has been made in the southwestern 
part of Garfield County this year. 
says: 

“While it has aiwavs been held by 
those familiar with climatic conditions 
here and with the requisites of a cot- 
ton producing country, that this crop 
could be grown to better advantage 
than wheat, vet thus far very few of 
those who devote their time to agricul- 
tural pursuits have made any tests as 
to the comparative’ value of a cotton 
crop and a grain yield. 


Comparative Profits. 


“One experiment was made near 
Drummond on ordinary farm land. A 
farmer put in last year 5) acres of 
wheat and five acres of cotton in ad- 
joining fields. Profit on wheat, 80 acres, 
$350, Profit on’ cotton, five acres, $200. 
Had the 50 acres sown to wheat been 
put in cotton it would have yielded $1800 
more profit than the wheat did. 

“Interest In the production of cotton 
in this community is rapidly 
ing. Experiments and _ investigations 
all tend to show that the present sys- 
tem of crop raising. putting nearly all

PARIS, Dec. 1.—A bill is before the 
Chamber of Deputies for the abolition 
of duels. According to French law, 
duelling has hitherto been considered a 
mere police offense. The bill, if it passes, 
will make it a crime liable to severe 
penalties. 

It specifies that anvone fighting a duel 
is to be punished by imprisonment of 
One month to a year. and a fine of $20 
to $200. Anyone wounding an opponent 
in a duel is liable to imprisonment of 
from three months to three years, and 
a fine of $40 to $400. Anyone killing an 
opponent in a. duel is Mable to a term 
of imprisonment ranging from one to 
five years, and a fine of $200 to $2000.

Next Legislature Expected to! 


Provide for Erection of

_AUSTIN, Tex., Dec. 1—Texas has’ 
taken an advanced position in the mat- 
ter of the care of her epileptic wards. 
It is one of the few states that has 
provided an institution at which in- 
digent persons who are suffering from 
epilepsy are received and treated. The 
asylum was established in AWilene about 
three years ago and is operated under 
the colony plan. 


At the time the movement for estab- 


lishing such an institution was begun 
there were many epileptics in the coun- 
ty jaiis, in the almshouses and running 
about the towns and country of their 
own freé will. These unfortunates were 
given no treatment with the view of 
improving their physical and material 
condition. Many were social outcasts, 
with no one to give a thought as to 
their proper care. 


The plan of the epileptic colony at Ab- 


llene embraces W cottages, two hospi- 
tals, an Industrial building and a roamne 
ation hall. So far, four cottages 
two hospitals have been built »b 
State. hese buildings acommodate 240 
patients. The colony is already crowd- 
ed in the men's department, although 
it was thought at the time the bulldi 
were erected they would accommodate 
ail patients for a number of years to 
come.

On these tours he 
shall note the condition of the rigging 
and gridiron lofts, as well as_.the space 
under the stage and auditorium, with 
regard to cleanliness freedom from 
accumulation of any or other 
inflammable material. 
_*“‘He shall then make a tour of the 
fioors of the auditorium portion of the 
building, note whether all exits are let- 
tered and lighted and all doors’ un- 
locked and swinging outward without 
Obstruction; also that all fire escapes 
and -emergency exit stairs are unob- 
structed and in working order.

‘ing. The lower decks of the liner have been trans- 
‘formed into miniature streets of well-stocked shops, 
‘where no fewer than 30 firms have goods on show. 
The exhibition was organized by the Floating Exhi- 
ibition Syndicate of Victoria street, London, to ad- 
'vertise British products in all parts of the world. 
After paying a visit to London, the Cambroman will 
‘eo on a 12 months’ voyage, calling at the different 
corts ef Canada, the West Indies; South America, 
South Africa, India, China, Japan and Australia, 
The Russian Government not only hold floating ex- 
hibitions similar to the above, but provide the peas- 
‘ants the country with agricultural tnstructi6n, 
‘Qelivered by expert farmers, from specially built 
ships loaded from stem to stern with growing crops. 
These ships are in reality enormous barges with 
flat decks which are formed into gardens, the cabins 
‘for the professors and crews being below. Other 
‘barges owned by the Russtan Government have 
working models of bechives and poultry farms on @ 
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St. Louis children and grown-ups. 

Then, on New Year's, the midnight blasts planned 
to greet the vast ear drum of the Greater St. Louis 
population, will probably never be forgotten. The 
heaven will be a full swirl of sound. 

Officials of the East St. Louis and Suburban Eleec- 
tric Railway Co. ficure that about 1200 sirens like that 
over their snops would make a circuit of the earth at 
every noon, and do more to standardize time than the 
telegraph. 

A blast from the East St. Louis siren never fails to 

waken the sleeper, no matter how the sieep may have 
been induced. Further than this no estimate of the 
whistle’s power is ventured. The power necessary to 
sound the shrill notes of Gabriel's horn remains an 
unknown force. 
Among the industries relying upon the greatest 
whistle in the world for announcement of time, are 
iron and steel foundries, aluminum works, flour

It is this quality of voice that beguiles the men of 
East St. Louis, upon which the city now depends 
much for an increased population and a greater wealth 
of industry. That East St. Louis has the greatest 
whistle in the world ig due to the advertising gentus 
of Mr. Thomas. Discovery of a legend-old fact that 
the voice of the siren has an insidious attractiveness 
for men, has now inspired the men already caught 


with an idea. 

They mean to use the greatest siren in the world 
to entice, to allure, more men and more factories to 
East St. Louls. And they predict that, in the future, 
where the siren lifts her woman's bird-like voice, 
there will build the greatest manufacturing city in 
the world. 

St. Louis on the west bank of the Mississippi is thus 
in “the zone.” The greatest siren's voice penetrates 
the halls of power, te directors’ rooms, the noisy fa.- 
tory office, the lounging rooms of the St. Louis Club. 

If the East St. Louis idea works successfully for 
that city the prediction is made that St. Louis will 
buy a still larger whistle. Then Kansas City, rival of 
all rivals, would certainly out-whistle the St. Louis 
whistle !f possible. Chicago would have to turn her 
ears from the fog-horns of Lake Michigan and the 
sewage canal and put up a whistle to disturb Kan- 
sas City, Minneapolis, St. Louis, Pittsburg and Phil- 
adelphia. 

Cincinnati and Louisville might enter a whistle con- 
test of thelr own. .New Orleans and Mobile might get 
into the race. Belleville would contest with Valley 
Park. Frisco would vie with Portland and Seattle, 
and probably Honolulu with Hongkong. London and 
Edinburgh, Berlin and Paris, Rome and Bt. Peters- 
burg, all would have to get into the whistle war. And 
New York City would try to beat the world. » 

If developments prove the East St. Louis idea, that 
the siren voice fascinates and beguiles men, thus in- 
creasing population and building up industries, this 
mighty struggle of sounds might engulf the world 
with noise.

Rut the principle being firmly established, that trade 
follows the whistle, nothing under the sun—not even 
the protests of Mars or of worlds whirling around 
some far-distant star—could stop the contest of siren 
voices. And the city having the whistle factory would 
have to provide sound-proof homes for its people. Ip 
fact, the world might give its sense of hearing in

Thus the 
situation in the United States resolves itself into a competition between the competitors 

for the Government prize at the Jamestown Exposition and the St. Louis contestants, More than 
that, however, the principle of successful aerial navigation is involved. Shall the balloon type, 
which will be used at St. Louis, prevail, or is the aeroplane, the “flying machine,” to carry off 
the honors? 

While St. Louis will use round balloons exclusively in the international contest, there is a 
division in the ranks of the flying machine experimenters. Some of them cling to the “aeroplane” 
idea and contend that navigation is most practical for travel and commercial purposes without 
and gas bag. Otners use a gas-bag and are driven by a motor. Santos-Durhont, who had been 
an ardent adherent of the gas bag theory, has recently gone over to the other faction.

While the vessels that go down at sea yearly num- 
ber in the hundreds and often thousands, the lives 
that are lost are comparatively few. Year after year 
the devices that are perfected to protect the lives 
of the passengers and sailors make the danger from 
wreck less and less. Throughout the entire year of 
1905 there were no appalling fatalities such as marked 
the years previous. 

The present year has seen one severe wreck, 
steamer Valencia sinking off the coast of California 
and carrying down nearly one hundred of the passen- 
gers and crew. The loss of the Valencia was due 
to both storm and rocks. During the year 194 an 
unusually large number of accidents were accom- 
anied by a large loss of life—by far the worst acci- 
dent of recent years being the loss of the Scandi- 
navian-American liner Norge off the coast of Scot- 
land, over six hundred people drowning.
